Many of the largest retail establish- 


ments throughout the principal cities 
have adopted the plan of giving their 
employes annually either a ball, social 
pionio or an excursion. 
This has the 


happy tendency of rendering the busi- 
ness relations between employer and en: 
ploye of a more satisfactory and congen- 
ial nature. Also another plan; thut of 
profit-shnring, tried by one of the Fall 
Kiver mills, has been H success, and the 
•operatives' dividend for the first six 
Bonths of the experiment—the second 
.alt of 1H89—has been lately distributed. 
The snm allowed to the operatives was 
over C per cent, of the sum distributed 
to the stockholders fcr the half year and 
imounted to 3J*j per cent, of the total 
wages of the work people. This policy 
of encouragement is growing in popu- 
arity.

(Vi/rnfffi Herald (Dom.). 


The attitude assumed by the Lutheran 


of Wisconsin relative to the Bennett IB 
is one that cannot be indorsed wit 
safety by the American people. In thei 
speeches and in their platform the doc 
tnne is eipressed or implied that the 
atate has no possible authority over 
vate schools within its limits. That is c 
new theory in American governmen 
which must not be conceded. The state ii 
sovereign except as its powers have been 
delegated to the federal government. Ita 
sovereignly IB subject to no other powe 
save that of the great charter of the 
republic of states. It is not limited 
the rules of any private school or by the 
creed of any church. The power of tlie 
state over every individual and ov«r 
everything within its borders cunuot be 
questioned and the assumptions of speak- 
ers and platform writers nt Milwaukee 
to the contrary lire impertinent an' 
foolish. 


It has been clear enough from the firsr 


that it was not compulsory education nor 
instruction in English that led to the 
surprising anti-15«nnett law agitation 
m Wisconsin, but opposition to the 
principle of state inspection. This is a 
jower which it may not always be 
advisable to exercise, but that it exists 
will hardly be denied by anyone compe- 
,ent to form an

nothing at all, and have most mischiev- 
ously introduced race and religious pre- 
udicee into poltics.

,ho democrats of Wisconsin in terms even 
more vigorous than those that have been 
need heretofore. They should resolutely 
repudiate the dangerous and destructive 
dogma that there is power in the state 
hat is above the state and they should 
ipeak with relation to public education 
n tones so clear that there may be no 
misapprehension. The Lutherans and 
"lerman Catholics of Wisconsin have no 
•eal grievance. They are not persecuted. 
I'hey are not oppressed. The Bennett 
aw is a wise and benefioient measure. 
?he attacks that have been made upon 
t have been dishonest. They indicate 
hat the churches have taken the offen- 
ive against tho state—not as ecolesinstics 
ind others falsely allege, that the state
